Pennsauken’s annual Harvest Festival on Saturday, Oct. 12, brings the Pennsauken

community together for an afternoon of family fun, food, music, and more.

Camden County health officials are
asking for the public’s help identifying
a new pest spotted in the area. The
Spotted Lanternfly (SLF), an invasive
insect that has spread throughout south-
eastern Pennsylvania and New Jersey,
threatening agriculture and hardwood
trees, has been seen in Camden County.
“We need your help and ask that you
please contact the County Entomologist
at (856) 374-6042 if you see an SLE,” said
Freeholder Carmen Rodriguez, liaison to
the Department of Health and Human
Services. “The public’s assistance in iden-
tifying the early locations of this insect will
be critical to stopping its spread.”
Spotted lanternflies are not known to
bite, sting, or attack people, pets or live-

ort Spotted Lanternfly Sightings

stock, according to the Pennsylvania De-
partment of Agriculture. It is not known
whether they are poisonous when in-
gested by humans or animals. The pest is
primarily a threat to agriculture, including
many fruits and crops.

Information provided by the United
States Department of Agriculture states
that spotted lanternflies feed on a wide
range of fruit,ornamental and woody trees,
with tree-of-heaven being one of the pre-
ferred hosts. They are an invasive species
native to China and can be spread long dis-
tances by people who move infested ma-
terial or items containing egg masses. If
allowed to spread in the United States, this
pest could seriously impact the country’s

R Each year, The New Jersey De-
partment of Environmental Pro-
tection enlists the help of municipalities
throughout the state to remind residents
and businesses of the importance of pro-
tecting our waterways from pollution.
Pennsauken is strongly committed to
keeping all of our town’s creeks and
rivers pollution-free and encourages our
residents and business owners to do
what they can to be good stewards of
our environment.

While many of our residents don’t
have homes along the riverfront, you
may be surprised that you could be

negatively affecting the environment
every time it rains. The New Jersey De-
partment of Environmental Protection
has determined that stormwater runoff
is the largest source of water pollution
impacting our creeks and rivers. Rain-
water that flows down storm drains car-
ries with it anything that is dropped,
dumped, blown, or swept into the street.
Items such as grass, leaves, oil, fertilizers,
pet droppings, and all types of trash and
litter will eventually be washed down a
storm drain and into one of the creeks
and rivers throughout the Township.
How many times have you seen trash
in the street or floating down an inlet? Or
found grass clippings strewn along the
sidewalk? That trash eventually ends up
in a creek or river. Trash, plastic bottles,
plastic bags,etc.are visible along the banks

of the Delaware River, Cooper River and
many smaller creeks throughout the area.
Community efforts, like our Township’s
annual cleanup of Tippin’s Pond and the
boat ramp at the end of Derousse Ave.,
continue to be organized to pick up the
debris around our local bodies of water,
as well as to clean up trash that has been
washed down the storm inlets.

Itis also the pollutants that you don’t
necessarily see that also are both a haz-
ard to the cleanliness of our bodies of
water and a danger to the marine life
that live there. Pet waste, grass, oil, lawn
fertilizer, and chemicals all contribute to
the degradation of the water quality.

How Pennsauken Battles
Stormwater Pollution
The Township has adopted several

ordinances which are intended to stop
pollutants from going down the drain in
the first place. For example, Pennsauken
has had a litter ordinance on the books
for many years. It is illegal to dump or
drop litter of any kind on public or pri-
vate property. Stormwater pollution
aside, not littering is simply essential for
the appearance of the Township and the
quality of life of its residents. Too often,
we see motorists throw cigarettes into
the street, or drop fast food wrappers
from the meal they just ate. Not only is it
disgusting, it’s against the law.

Since trash creates serious problems
when washed down an inlet, an ordi-
nance was adopted that requires dump-
sters and other trash containers to be
covered at all times. This not only stops
trash from blowing into the street, but

also helps keeps liquids from leaching out
and getting washed into the storm sew-
ers. We ask Pennsauken businesses to be
especially diligent to keep their dump-
sters covered and to avoid overfilling
them with too much trash. Not only does
this help prevent stormwater pollution,
but steps like these help to maintain a
high quality of appearance for businesses
throughout town. We're truly keeping
our community “clean and green.”

The Township also requires pet own-
ers to clean up after their pet. While
there’s an ordinance in place, this just
makes common sense. Pet waste is to be
properly disposed of in the trash. For ex-
ample, when walking your dog, make
sure you bring a plastic bag to clean up
after them. Dog owners can also use the

As the evening of Tuesday, Sept. 10,
gave way to Wednesday, Sept. 11, the
Pennsauken community marked the
18th anniversary of the terror attacks on
September 11, 2001 by placing 2,997
Anmerican flags at the Township's 9/11
Memorial. Dozens of residents joined
first responders and public officials dur-
ing this moving, annual tradition.

“I can’t tell you enough how beautiful
this tribute is,” says Township Commit-
teewoman Jessica Rafeh. “This is my
second year attending this wonderful
ceremony. Every time, I place a flag on
that ground, my heart goes out to those
families that on this day are mourning
the loss of their loved ones.

“Ifeel proud and honored that I rep-
resent a town that never forgets the he-

touching and reminds me of
the terrible loss so many
people felt that day. It also brought me
back to Arlington, Va. during my senior
year in college; seeing the smoke come
from the Pentagon and the fear that we
allhad of what would happen next. How-
ever,as we finished putting the flags in the
ground and you took a step back to view
the almost 3,000 flags that were placed at
the monument, the reality of what hap-
pened that day comes rushing back, as
well as the many lives that were affected.”

Pennsauken’s monument was first
dedicated on September 11,2003 as a
tribute to the heroes of 9/11 and the ded-
icated direct responders — police, fire and
EMS — who serve every day to protect
residents and businesses in the commu-
nities where they live. In remembrance of
the 10th anniversary of the 9/11 attacks,a

Academic Development
According to the National Institute for
Early Education at Rutgers University,
children who enroll in early childhood
education showed higher improvement
in language, literacy, and math develop-
ment compared to other four year olds.
In 2015, about 51 percent of children at-
tended full day pre-kindergarten. This is
almost an even split. Select studies from
the Learn & Grow Academy found that
full day preschool programs can greatly
increase the development of a student
who may be experiencing underdevel-
oped literacy, math, and vocabulary skills.
One study found that approximately 80
percent of children who attended full
day preschool were at or above national
school readiness norms, while only 58

The Harrisburg School District, a
large urban public education system in
Pennsylvania, has a preschool program
that was measured to find a correlation
between early learning and increased
test scores.

I’'m sure you’ve heard that old phrase
by Lee Atwater, “Perception is reality.”
Those who live by that rule may be
falling short of the big picture. Perception
is the interpretation of sensory informa-
tion in order to represent and understand
the presented information. Everyone
takes in information differently. That in-
formation may be fact based from a per-
sonal experience; many times it’s an
opinion drawn by someone else’s expe-
riences as told to you through their eyes.

The phrase itselfis sort of an oxymoron.
By definition, perception is not reality; it’s
interpretations of isolated moments in
time, possibly hearsay, or shared experi-
ences based on someone else’s emotions
and opinions. Reality is exactly that: reality.
Both perception and reality change based
on a single person’s experience, opinions,
or beliefs. So you might say that percep-
tion and reality are only as good as the
person sharing their experience at the
time that they are sharing it. At the end of
the day, you weren’t there and you don’t
know what “really” happened; you only
know someone else’s perception.

Over the past three years, 've listened
to a lot of feedback, opinions, and per-
ceptions of our Construction Depart-
ment. Whether it was about our people,
our policies, or our processes, everyone
had an opinion. I've spoken to residents,

contractors, investors, bank representa-
tives,and private sector business owners.
Each has their own perception and opin-
ion of our construction department. So
I thought, maybe this would be a good
time to share some reality.

Now there are always opportunities for
improvement and growth; and as the re-
mainder of the year unfolds, you will see
that we are working hard to bring policies
and processes into the current times. We're
working to introduce more automation,
streamlining and simplifying policies and
processes to eliminate as much of the
minutia and reduce as much stress and
frustration from the experience as possi-
ble. But while working on that initiative,
I've seen, heard, and learned a lot about
the reality that is our Building and Con-
struction Department.

What many people believe are that
violations are dictated by the Township,
when in fact, they come from the New
Jersey Code Book. It’s the job of the
Building and Construction Department
to do our best to keep our residents and
business owners safe and out of harm’s
way. That is our main objective.

We have made several changes to our
inspection process,in an effort to remove
the things that are not safety, health,and
welfare related. This is an ongoing
process; one that we will continue to
monitor in order to stay current with the
state code. At the same time, we will stay

focused on our main objective: keeping
our residents safe.

Here’s an easy example. Going into
the summer months, many people like to
enjoy a back yard pool. I've heard and
have seen many comments regarding the
Township’s requirement for getting a
permit when installing a pool. Think
about what goes into operating a pool;
you have water and electricity. One pur-
pose of the permit is to ensure that the
electrical requirements are met so that no
one gets electrocuted. Another is fencing
for the pool. Pools can be a drowning
hazard, especially for small children.
Therefore, a fence to protect against this
hazard is required in most cases.

Another example is permits from a
previous owner. Often times,when people
are selling their homes, they find that a
previous owner did work without getting
the appropriate permits. We understand
that this can be frustrating when you find
that you have to complete the permit
process on something you didn’t install or
repair. To remedy as much of this as we
can, we have begun to close out any old
permits that are not safety related. This will
take time due to the volume of permits in
our system today. Much of this situation is
found during the housing inspection
process,so we are dependent upon that in-
spection to help us prioritize our efforts.

The bottom line is that we are taking
the steps necessary to change the current

perception, but we need your help and
patience. We are here to help and guide
you through any process related to your
property. The best advice would be to
plan ahead if you are selling your house
and give yourself enough time to get your
work completed so that getting your final

certificate of occupancy is seamless. If you
are doing work and haven’t ever taken
out a permit, come in and we will help
you through the process. Remember, it’s
not a perfect science, but we are doing
everything we can to simplify the process
and stay focused on your safety.

The Pennsauken Sewerage Authority is
responsible for the operation and mainte-
nance of the sanitary sewage collection sys-
tem in our service area. The sanitary sewage
collection system is made up of main lines,
force mains and pumping stations.

The homeowner owns and therefore is
responsible for the operation and mainte-
nance of the lateral line from their dwelling
up to and including the connection to the
main line.

The rules and regulations of the Penn-
sauken Sewerage Authority require a back

flow prevention device commonly referred to
asa‘“back check valve” be installed whenever
plumbing fixtures are located below street
level, such as in the basement. PSA strongly
recommends all our customers have a back
check valve installed to prevent contamina-
tion in the event of a main line stoppage.

grape, orchard, and logging industries.
Adultspotted lanternflies lay their eggs

on trees and other surfaces in late fall. Egg

masses measure approximately 1 long.

Fresh ones look like patches of encrusted

mud;older masses appear as vertical rows
of seed-like egg cases. Residents that find
spotted lanternfly egg masses are encour-
aged to scrape them off, double bag them
and throw them in the trash. Applying al-
cohol and hand sanitizer is also effective

“Tis the season of ghosts, witches, and
other spooky things of lore. However,
there are some truly scary things to be
wary of when you have children and pets
who tend to put everything into their
mouths.

The most commonly known are poi-
son ivy, oak, and sumac. They helpfully
have poison in their name, making no
mistake that these plants should be left
alone, or carefully removed while wear-
ing heavy gloves if they are in your back-
yard. But what about the less well
known plants?

Many poisonous plants are quite
pretty;some even have beautiful flowers.
Most of these are fine to be around, as
long as they aren't ingested. This knowl-
edge can be deployed as a strategy in the
garden. For example, spring bulbs are
some of my favorite flowers to enjoy. But
T'have given up trying to grow tulips, be-
cause rabbits and squirrels kept digging
them up and eating them before they
could bloom. However, daffodil bulbs,
those brightly colored yellow, white, and
orange trumpets, are poisonous if eaten.
Wild animals who frequent my garden
seem to know that they are toxicif eaten
and leave them alone for all to enjoy.

History is chock full of poison lore.
Hundreds of years ago, during the time
of royalty and nobility, individuals who
were envious of wealth, titles, and prop-
erty would kill each other, sometimes
with poison, to reap the benefits of inher-
itance. Poison was also sometimes used

as a form of execution. In 339 B.C., the fa-
mous philosopher Socrates was sen-
tenced to death for corrupting the youth
of Athens. He was given a drink infused
with hemlock, an herbaceous perennial
that is a paralytic, first paralyzing limbs,
and eventually paralyzing the lungs.

One source of accidental poisoning is
mushrooms. Some folks will harvest wild
mushrooms, as there are many varieties
that are quite delicious sautéed and
served as a side dish, over steak, or with
Marsala wine over chicken or pork
chops. However, differentiating wonder-
ful tasting and healthy mushrooms, like
portabellas, morels, oysters, chicken of
the woods, chanterelles, and shitake
mushrooms, from their poisonous look-
a-likes can be challenging. Many highly
toxic mushrooms look very similar to the
edible ones. These have names to ward
off people from experimenting. Toxic
mushroom varieties, like the Death Cap,
Destroying Angel, Amanita, and Au-
tumn Skullcap, can kill or make you very
sick if ingested. It's best to purchase
mushrooms from the local market
where they, especially the readily avail-
able portabellas, are farm grown and
harvested by professionals.

Medical cannibalism was popular until
about 1700, wrote the literary scholar P.
Kenneth Himmelman in “Dialectical
Anthropology” Human body parts,
called mumia, were sold to apothecaries
and physicians by the town executioner.
Doctors believed that some essence of
the life force remained in the body after
death, especially in the case of executed

With all the wildlife that calls Penn-
sauken home, from an increase of
turkeys to the “interesting”” odor we’ve
been getting from skunks, geese and the
mess they leave behind, continue to be
a problem. When washed into a water-
way, their droppings are a source of
pollution. And we all know that a flock
of geese can leave a lot of droppings
behind. While it’s difficult to relocate
geese, Pennsauken has adopted an or-
dinance making it illegal to feed them
on public property.

Pennsauken’s ordinance on improp-
erly disposing of waste materials pro-
hibits anything other than rainwater
from going into an inlet. Dumping oil or
other unwanted household chemicals
into a storm inlet is not only dangerous
but also deadly to marine life. Please
take advantage of the hazardous waste
disposal days that the County has during
the year. The next Camden County
household hazardous waste collection
event will be on Saturday, Oct. 19, 830
am. to 3:00 p.m.,at the Camden County

Remember, pollutants can also be
grass, leaves and fertilizers. While some
think of these as “organic,” they are in
fact pollutants to clean water and a dan-
ger to aquatic life. In addition, too many
leaves raked down a storm inlet can also
cause the sewer to clog and possibly re-
sult in flooding. Only rainwater should
go down a storm drain.

The ordinances mentioned are in-
tended to remind residents and busi-
nesses of the need to stop waterway
pollution at the source. And for those
who flagrantly violate our ordinances on
littering and pollute our waterways can
and will face heavy fines, up to $1,250 in
some cases. Residents and business own-
ers who observe this type of behavior in
their neighborhoods are urged to report
these issues to our Property Mainte-
nance Department by calling (856) 665-
1000 x130,x131, or x132.

town. The openings are purposely small
enough to stop large debris,such as plas-
tic bottles and soda cans, from being
washed into the storm sewer, but allow
rainwater to pass through.

In addition to the Township retro-
fitting the new eco-style inlets, businesses
are also required by ordinance to retrofit
storm inlets whenever a parking lot
needs to be repaved or the seal coating
of a parking area is done.

Pennsauken Township’s Highway
Department inspects inlets every year
and cleans those blocked by debris.
However, with over 1,100 inlets through-
out the Township, the Highway Depart-
ment cannot always get to them
immediately. Cleaning off a storm inlet
and placing the debris in a trash con-
tainer is a way that Pennsauken resi-
dents can help keep the environment
clean. This is particularly important in
neighborhoods that are prone to street
flooding in a heavy rain.

The ordinances discussed in this arti-
cle can be found on our Township web-
site (www.twp.pennsauken.nj.us) in the
Government/Codebook section.

Pennsauken’s annual Car, Bike, and
Craft Show signals the end of summer,
where warm weather hangs around just
long enough to keep the grass growing
and hints at the arrival of autumn.

They say that hindsight is 20/20. Look-
ing over my tracking of the recycling con-
tamination figures since Pennsauken’s
anti-plastic bag initiative began on Aug.
12,1 wanted to share our progress with
you and our continued approach for the

next several weeks. Overall, our contam-
ination level dropped across all routes,
thanks to our residents. In the course of
seven weeks, we have taken the rejection
data with contamination percentages
and located the streets in town where
they originate, focusing our efforts there.
It’s important to note that of the two re-
cycling trucks that collect each day, only
one of the two have ever been rejected —
if any were actually rejected at all.
Monday and Tuesday’s routes were
the main focus, hitting 32 percent at their
peak. Both have settled down to the low
20s, with no rejections one week in early

September. Tuesday, Sept. 17 had an 8.3
percent contamination rate. The limit is
8 percent. We were really close there, al-
though I find it hard to believe the recy-
cling facility can determine three-tenths
of a percent.

Thursday’s route did not have a con-
taminated load until Aug. 22, with con-
tamination at 37 percent. The following
week was a zero and Labor Day week’s
collection was down to 32 percent. Sept.
12 had no rejections again. It’s hard to
determine the causes here, but the trend
downward is encouraging.

Friday’s route did not have a rejected
load until Aug. 30, with the contamination
at 24 percent. The following week was
down to 9.2 percent and none since then.
Again, these are inconsistent numbers;
but since this route is so large, it is encour-
aging that the number is as low as it is.

As I wrote in social media posts and
previous articles, we anticipated this ini-
tiative to take time for re-educating our
residents. The numbers and conversa-
tions with our residents are working fa-
vorably for Pennsauken. The more time
that passes, the more residents we can in-
teract with, and the lower the number
moves. Let’s keep it going!

The changing of the calendar to Octo-
ber points to Public Work’s next season:
leaf collection. Leaf collection operations

generally begin in early November and
are completed around the end of De-
cember. Every section of town will have
leaf pickup at least twice during this time.
This is in addition to the weekly Wednes-
day “yard debris” pick up, when South
Jersey Sanitation will collect your bagged
leaves and other bundled yard items. We
ask for your patience while we are work-
ing in your neighborhood, as our large
equipment could end up blocking parts
of the street or intersection.

It is highly encouraged that you bag
your leaves whenever possible. How-
ever, there are parts of town where the
density of large, mature trees creates
mountains of leaves. The main reason we
encourage residents to bag leaves is to
protect the stormwater inlets along our
streets from becoming clogged, prevent-
ing the flow of water from the street into
the system. In addition to this, any cool
fall breezes that come through won’t
blow that leaf pile back onto your lawn
or all over the street! The bagged leaves

that are collected by the trash hauler on
Wednesdays are taken to Smith Or-
chards in Mantua for recycling. Each
year, the Township compiles a tonnage
report based off of the yard debris col-
lected, similar to our white goods and our
annual recycling collections; and
Pennsauken receives credits towards our
recycling grant.

You may not be aware of what hap-
pens to those mountains of leaves that
Public Works collects. Our department
operates and maintains one of the best
functioning and best kept leaf compost-
ing sites in New Jersey. Each year during
inspections, representatives from the De-
partment of Environment Protection at
both the county and state levels com-
ment on how great the site looks in com-
parison to others they visit.

After the compost matures, it is deliv-
ered to the Municipal Pool on River Rd.,
where residents can supplement their
gardens at home with this nutritious soil.

Recycling Updates And Leaf Collection Preparation aiuedfonpe 2

The leaf composting site is located on
Park Ave., resting beside the Pennsauken
Creek before you cross the Burlington
County line. Currently, you will view an
open piece of land. Within the next
month, you will begin to see the collected
leaves being formed into rows, called
“windrows.” Once our facility is nearing
its 10,000 cubic yard capacity, you'll
notice the windrows are pointed in a

specific direction. The windrow field is
sloped downward to allow water to filter
into a grassy area and collect at a basin.
This prevents “ponding” or stagnant
water, which could breed mosquitoes
and an unpleasant odor.

This balance of Wednesday yard debris
collection of bagged leaves and the De-
partment of Public Work’s curbside collec-
tion ensures that we are compliant with

I think I have always been a person
with unusual tastes. I like extra bitter
chocolate, certain burnt foods like rice
and potatoes,and the thought of Brussel
sprouts or lima beans makes my mouth
water. I don’t think it’s a surprise to any-
one that knows me that I would enjoy
something else a lot of people I know
absolutely loathe: candy corn!

Candy corn is produced by the bil-
lions each year in anticipation of the
Halloween treats season. First produced
in the 1880s by the former Goelitz
Candy Company (now Jelly Belly), the
original white, yellow, orange combo was

made from a combination of sugar and
corn-syrup, mixed into a slurry and
poured into corn kernel-shaped molds
by men who would actually run along a
production line, pouring the product into
the molds. These fellas were called
stringers, presumably because of the
candy string that hung after they would
run back to the beginning to start their
next round. Today, this process is nor-

mally done by machinery.

Fun fact: only 10 percent of the candy
corn eating population chooses to eat
the candy starting at the wider end. A
nearly equal amount of people chooses
to either eat the whole thing at once (46
percent) or start by nibbling the narrow
end (the white part) and eating each sec-
tion separately (42 percent). I find that T
do abit of both.

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HEALTHYLIFESTYLES Not Just For Kids: The Importance Of Vaccination

Like eating healthy foods, exercising,
and getting regular check-ups, vaccines
play a vital role in keeping you healthy.

A vaccine is a substance that typically
contains an agent that resembles a dis-
ease-causing microorganism and is often
made from weakened or killed forms of
the microbe, its toxins, or one of its
surface proteins. Vaccines are important
because there are very preventable dis-
eases, like measles, chickenpox, and the
flu, that haven’t gone away. These viruses
and bacteria that cause illness and death
still exist and can be passed on to those
who are not protected by vaccines. For
example, information from the Centers
for Disease Control and Prevention
(CDC) states that because of the effec-
tive vaccine for polio, the United States
has been polio-free since 1979. However,
the poliovirus is still a threat in other
countries. If a person with that virus trav-
eled to the United States, they could po-
tentially infect an individual who wasn’t

vaccinated.

Vaccines are
one of the most convenient and safest
preventive care measures available.

Vaccination can mean the difference
between life and death. Vaccine-pre-
ventable infections are dangerous. Every
year,approximately 50,000 adults die from
vaccine-preventable diseases in the US.

You cannot “catch” the disease from
a vaccine. Some vaccines contain the
“dead” virus, and it is impossible to get
the disease. Others have a live virus, but
it’s a weakened strain; these viruses are
designed to ensure that you won'’t catch
the disease.

All ages, whether sick or healthy, can
be at risk of acquiring these diseases. In-
fants, the elderly,and certain people with
other preexisting diseases, are at a higher
risk for serious infections and complica-
tions in many cases, because their im-
mune systems are weaker than the
healthy adult. But vaccine-preventable
diseases can strike anyone.

“Sometimes it’s better to speak to a
human being about these issues, partic-
ularly as they’re happening” says Lieu-
tenant Gerald Henkel, Pennsauken
Police Department. “We want our resi-
dents to call in when they hear about
these loud parties.”

“With the help of residents, we can
track the incidents, coordinate with our
neighboring communities, and present our
findings to the police department and
elected officials in Philadelphia,” adds
Mayor McBride.“These boom cars aren’t
the only things that can make some noise.”

A Breakdown Of Pennsauken’s
Noise Ordinance
According to the Township code, pro-
hibited noises are those that are “loud, un-
necessary or unusual.” Disallowed noises
“create any unreasonably loud, disturbing,
and unnecessary noise of such character,
intensity, or duration as is detrimental to
the life or health of any individual or per-
sons within the limits of the Township of
Pennsauken or is patently offensive to
persons or ordinary sensibilities.”
Some examples of noise code viola-
tions are:
¢ Radios, televisions, and stereos operat-
ing between 11:00 p.m. and 7:00 a.m.
that are plainly audible at a distance of
25 feet from the building, structure, or
vehicle in which they are located
e The use of loudspeakers, amplifiers,and
the like for commercial advertising
e Yelling, shouting, hooting, etc. on public
streets between 11:00 pm.and 7:00 am.,
or at any other time so as to annoy or
disturb the quiet of anyone in the vicinity
e The use of drums or any other instru-

ment for the purpose of attracting atten-
tion to any performance, show, or sale

e The shouting and crying of peddlers,
hawkers, and vendors which disturbs
the peace and quiet

In addition, the use of pile drivers,
hammers, etc. and the construction and
repairing of buildings can only be per-
formed between the hours of 7:00 a.m.
and 6:00 p.m., unless there is an emer-
gency that affects the public health and
safety. However, a permit from Penn-
sauken’s Construction Official is needed
in that case.

Also, the creation of excessive noise
on any street adjacent to a school,
church, or hospital is also prohibited if it
interferes with normal operations.

In Pennsauken, fines for loud and
prohibited noises can go up to $1,250;
and in extreme cases, include commu-
nity service or jail time.

The City of Philadelphia also enforces
penalties for loud noise and excessive vi-
bration. According to the City’s munici-
pal code, fines for initial violations begin
at $100 and can reach up to $700 or more
for several violations within 12 months
of each other.
